1.  What  is  the  best  plan  of  dispensing  poisons  so  as  to  prevent  mis¬ 
takes?  Accepted  by  C.  L.  Lochman,  Bethlehem. 

2.  Is  glycerine  a  better  solvent  for  pepsin  than  wine  or  other  men¬ 
strua,  considered  therapeutically  and  practically  ?  Accepted  by  J.  Wil¬ 
liam  Landis,  Reading. 

3.  Who  is  responsible,  the  physician,  pharmacist,  or  manufacturer, 
for  the  many  proprietary  preparations  which  are  found  in  the  shops  of 
the  apothecary,  such  as  elixirs,  syrups,  fluid  and  solid  extracts,  besides 
the  many  nostrums  which  the  market  is  flooded  with,  and  are  prescribed 
by  physicians  who  have  no  knowledge  of  their  composition  ?

13.  It  has  been  asserted  that  prussic  acid  is  a  powerful  antiseptic. 
Can  these  claims  be  sustained  by  a  series  of  experiments,  testing  it  by 
comparison  with  thymol,  carbolic  acid,  and  others  ?  Accepted  by  Dr. 
Lawrence  Wolff,  Philadelphia. 

14.  Are  druggists  careful  to  examine  the  weights  used  in  compound¬ 
ing  their  prescriptions?  An  essay  is  desirable,  detailing  the  discrepen- 
cies  in  weights  of  substances  bought  from  druggists,  (without  mention¬ 
ing  names.)  Accepted  by  G.  W.  Stceckel,  Reading. 


MINUTES 


OF  THE 

THIRD  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


FIRST  SESSION. — Tuesday  Afternoon,  June  8. 

The  Association  met  in  Saenger  Hall,  Allentown,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President,  Charles  A.  Heinitsh,  promptly  at  three  o’clock. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll,  and  twenty-six  members  answered  to 
their  names,  as  follows :  J.  H.  Bober,  W.  D.  E.  Hayes,  Charles  A. 
Heinitsh,  Charles  C.  Klump,  George  W.  Kennedy,  J.  William  Landis, 
Joseph  L.  Lemberger,  J.  A.  Meyers,  Edw.  T.  Meyers,  J.  A.  Miller,  H. 
B.  Parry,  John  F.  Patton,  J.  P.  Remington,  George  Ross,  G.  W. 
Stoeckel,  J.  H.  Stein,  William  L.  Turner,  H.  F.  Voshage,  and  Charles 
A.  Weideman. 

Dr.  E.  G.  Martin,  Mayor  of  the  City,  was  then  introduced  to  the 
Association  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Wiegner,  of  Allentown,  and  delivered  the 
following  address : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  As' 
sociation  :  It  becomes  my  pleasant  duty,  as  the  Chief  Executive,  to  welcome  you  to 
our  beautiful  city,  and  to  extend  to  you  its  hospitality. 

Your  Association,  though  young  in  years,  has  grown  to  such  proportions  as  to  de¬ 
mand  recognition  from  older  scientific  societies,  and  to  take  rank  with  them  in  use¬ 
fulness  and  importance.  This  assembly  of  gentlemen,  from  the  various  cities  and 
towns  of  our  Commonwealth,  convened  for  the  purpose  of  laying  before  it  their 
researches,  experiences,  and  reflections,  upon  the  subject  of  pharmacy,  evinces  the 
great  individual  interest  of  its  members  in  their  profession.  I  am  assured  that  your 
Association  is  composed  of  men  representing  the  talent  and  experience  of  our  State ; 
that  its  members  are  actively  engaged  in  the  field  of  science,  examining  into  its  hidden 
truths,  that  their  labors  and  efforts  are  directed  towards  the  extension  of  the  useful¬ 
ness  of  this  society  and  the  maintenance  of  its  dignity.  The  valuable  papers  that 
will  be  read  during  your  session,  and  the  discussions  to  be  participated  in,  are  calcu¬ 
lated  to  exert  a  wholesome  influence  in  your  profession,  and  to  stimulate  you  to  main¬ 
tain  the  high  reputation  which  your  Society  has  already  acquired. 
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The  medical  practitioner  is  in  sympathy  with  your  organization,  for  he,  too,  should 
have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  natural  and  commercial  history,  the  sensible  and 
chemical  properties,  and  the  pharmaceutical  preparations  of  drugs,  to  be  prepared  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  profession. 

The  cause  in  which  you  are  engaged  is  worthy  of  the  support  of  all  intelligent 
men,  and,  as  in  association  there  is  strength,  you  have  reasonable  hope  for  the  success 
of  your  enterprise. 

The  progress  made  in  the  compounding  and  preparation  of  medicine  during  the 
last  decade  is  truly  wonderful.  The  days  of  nauseous  doses  are  of  the  past ;  and 
with  the  elixirs,  extracts,  granules,  and  sugar-coated  pills,  you  have  rendered  the 
paths  of  the  physician  easy  and  pleasant. 

Gentlemen,  I  again  bid  you  a  hearty  welcome  to  our  city,  and  hope  that  your  so¬ 
journ  with  us  may  be  agreeable  and  instructive,  and  when  you  return  to  your  homes 
you  may  occasionally  refer  to  your  visit  to  Allentown  with  the  most  pleasant  recollec¬ 
tions  of  the  hospitalities  of  its  citizens.. 

The  President,  in  a  brief  speech,  returned  the  thanks  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  the  following  applicants  for 
membership :  Edward  A.  Cornell,  Jesse  B.  Duble,  Williamsport ;  L.

Dr.  Ross  and  Mr.  Charles 
Hancock  were  appointed  tellers,  a  ballot  was  taken,  and  the  candidates 
declared  unanimously  elected. 

The  President  then  read  his  annual  address,  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  Associates  :  Once  more  it  becomes  my  duty  to  report  to  you  the 
operations  of  the  Association. 

We  are  gathered  to  hold  our  third  annual  meeting  in  this  city,  so  beautifully  sit¬ 
uated  in  the  Lehigh  valley,  rich  in  material  wealth  and  prosperity. 

No  epidemics  or  serious  sickness  have  afflicted  our  State,  prosperity  and  harmony 
have  prevailed  amongst  us,  all  of  which  admonish  us  that  we  should  renew  our 
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grateful  acknowledgements  to  the  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  for  the  blessings  we  have 
had  through  the  year  which  is  past. 

The  warm  interest  for  the  continued  success  of  the  Association  since  its  organiza¬ 
tion,  remains  unabated.  The  members,  with  the  officers,  have  zealously  labored  for 
an  increase  of  membership  and  influence. 

Our  indefatigable  Secretary,  to  whom  we  owe  so  much  for  our  success,  has  cheer¬ 
fully  and  faithfully  attended  to  the  numerous  duties  of  his  arduous  office  without 
compensation,  during  the  infancy  of  the  Association.  Then  we  had  a  sparse  treasury. 
Now  it  is  no  longer  necessary  that  sendees  requiring  so  much  labor  and  time,  should 
not  be  properly  compensated.  I  therefore  suggest  that  the  Association  provide  for 
the  payment  of  a  regular  salary  to  the  Secretary. 

Our  honored  Treasurer,  who  has  proved  an  excellent  custodian  of  the  finances 
will  present  his  report,  showing  a  healthy  condition  of  the  treasury,  with  a  balance  in 
his  hands  of  $465  09. 

The  Executive  Committee,  during  the  interim,  have  elected  nine  applicants,  (with 
the  approval  of  the  President,)  which  gives  an  additional  representation  in  three 
counties  of  our  State.  Their  report  will  give  the  number  on  the  roll  of  membership* 
a  statement  of  their  transactions,  including  the  publishing  of  the  proceedings,  with  a 
preface,  to  which  I  call  your  attention. 

The  special  committees  on  Legislation  and  Trade  Interests,  Adulterations  and 
Sophistications,  Certificate  of  Membership,  Queries,  Revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia* 
and  Delegates  to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  will  all  present  reports 
of  their  transactions. 

The  certificate  of  membership  has  been  issued  to  the  members  applying  for  them* 
and  now  adorns  their  stores  in  the  different  sections  of  our  State. 

By  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  meeting,  the  officers  were  directed  to  design  and 
procure  a  seal,  which  is  to  be  the  seal  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion.  They  have  attended  to  that  duty,  attached  it  to  the  certificates  of  membership 
issued,  and  the  business  papers.  The  seal  bears  the  name  of  the  Association,  the 
indispensable  mortar,  an  emblem  of  our  profession,  in  the  center,  with  the  motto 
“  Scientiae  Pharmaceice  Elevandoe  Causal  and  the  year  of  organization. 

At  the  late  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  their  committee 
on  the  revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  presented  a  report,  which  was  considered  a  work 
of  so  much  merit  that  a  committee  was  appointed  to  publish  it,  if  the  expense  would 
be  defrayed  by  voluntary  subscription.  One  of  our  delegates,  Dr.  Ross,  was  made 
chairman.  Appeals  were  made  to  the  delegates  from  the  colleges,  associations,  and 
members  present,  for  funds  to  aid  in  its  publication.  After  a  consultation  with  some 
of  the  officers,  I  gave  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  £25,  as  our  contribution,  for 
which  we  received  twenty-five  copies.  The  sale  of  these  has  reimbursed  the 
treasury7. 

Our  contribution  towards  the  revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  was  presented  to  the 
Sixth  Decennial  Convention,  held  in  Washington,  May  5,  1880,  by  Professor  Maisch, 
for  the  committee.  That  convention  has  appointed  a  large  committee  of  eminent  and 
experienced  Pharmacists,  for  the  final  revision  and  publication.  Judging  from  the 
many  revisions  and  contributions  of  new  matter  it  has  received,  we  may  promise  our¬ 
selves  a  Pharmacopoeia  that  will  meet  the  wants  of  all  sections  of  our  country. 
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No  delegates  were  appointed  to  neighboring  Pharmaceutical  Associations,  as  au¬ 
thorized  at  our  last  meeting,  thinking  it  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  wait  and  have 
them  elected  at  this  meeting,  at  the  same  time  the  delegates  to  the  American  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association  are  elected,  but  we  will  have  the  pleasure  of  receiving  dele¬ 
gates  from  two  of  our  neighbors,  New  York  and  New  Jersey. 

Pursuing  the  precedent  established  last  year,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  a  few  suggestions 
for  your  consideration,  if  thought  of  sufficient  importance. 

Pharmacy  acts  have  been  enacted  by  several  States,  introduced  by  their  State 
Pharmaceutical  Associations.  Pennsylvania  wants  one  now,  or  will,  in  the  near 
future,  when,  I  leave  you  to  decide.  The  Committee  on  Legislation,  no  doubt,  will 
be  prepared  to  inaugurate  the  movement  whenever  instructed. 

Some  State  Associations  have  a  code  of  Ethics,  which  is  eminently  proper,  and 
conducive  of  much  good.  I  would  suggest  the  preparing  a  code  by  an  appointed 
committee,  to  report  either  at  this  or  the  next  annual  meeting.  Also  a  committee  on 
Local  and  Private  Formulae,  to  collate  and  publish  the  many  valuable  formulae  used 
in  different  sections  of  our  State,  and  if  not  advancing  too  rapidly,  a  committee  on 
Progress  of  Pharmacy,  so  far  as  may  apply  to  our  own  State. 

The  subject  of  Apprenticeship  has  exercised  the  attention  of  druggists  for  many  years. 
Can  a  uniform,  or  approximately  uniform  system  be  adopted  for  taking  into  stores 
and  training  of  applicants  to  learn  the  business,  both  in  cities  and  in  country  ?  I 
deem  it  a  subject  of  great  importance  to  our  profession.  It  is  possible  that  some  one 
member  may  have  an  essay  in  reply  to  the  fourth  Query  in  the  list,  and  I  would  sug¬ 
gest  it  be  referred  to  an  appointed  committee,  to  devise  a  system  and  report  at  a 
future  meeting. 

An  active  effort  to  have  the  arbitrary  and  annoying  stamp  tax  on  medicines  and 
perfumery,  &c.,  repealed  or  modified,  was  inaugurated  a  few  months  ago  by  the  West¬ 
ern  Wholesale  Druggists  Association.  They  distributed  petitions  in  different  sections  of 
theState  for  signatures.  Many  have  signed  them  individually  and  as  firms.  I  suggest 
that  we,  as  an  association,  indorse  their  action  by  resolution,  and  send  it  to  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Internal  Revenue  and  proper  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  at  Washington,  and  ask  the  repeal  or  some  modification  of  the  law. 

The  Attorney  General  of  our  State  has  taken  initiatory  steps  to  test  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  law  giving  the  State  the  right  to  collect  licenses  for  the  sale  of  patent 
medicines,  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  That  being  the  case,  it  will  be  advi¬ 
sable  to  wait  and  learn  their  decision.  If  given  affirming  the  right,  then  we  should 
proceed  immediately  to  endeavor  to  have  an  act  passed,  repealing  the  act  which  au¬ 
thorizes  the  State  to  collect  the  licenses,  which  are  oppressive  and  unjust. 

The  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  14,  1870,  repealed  the  former  acts  allowing 
apothecaries  to  sell  alcohol,  for  medicinal  and  mechanical  purposes,  under  license  of 
$10,  by  which  repeal  we  are  compelled  ‘to  pay  $25,  and  classed  down  with  retail 
liquor  dealers.  As  there  appears  no  hope,  (as  is  evidenced  from  repeated  trials,)  that 
we  shall  be  exempted  from  taxation,  I  would  suggest  that  we  inaugurate  efforts  to 
have  the  former  act  restored,  in  lieu  of  the  present  one,  believing  that  it  will  afford  a 
sufficient  revenue  to  the  Government  for  the  amount  of  sales  of  the  article. 

Our  attempt  last  year  to  have  an  exhibit  of  drugs,  chemicals,  new  articles,  and 
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everything  that  belongs,  or  would  be  interesting  to  our  profession,  was  not  clearly  un¬ 
derstood.  We  have  renewed  our  efforts  at  this  meeting,  with  marked  success,  and 
have  no  doubt  they  will,  in  each  future  year,  increase  in  interest  and  extent. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  prolonging  the  time  of  our  meetings — we 
have  hurried  our  past  meeting's  through  in  two  sessions.  I  think  three  or  four  could 
be  profitably  spent,  and  as  the  interest  in,  and  importance  of,  our  Association  is  grow¬ 
ing,  I  suggest  in  future  our  endeavor  to  arrange  our  business  at  home,  so  that  we  give 
more  time  for  reading  papers,  answering  queries,  and  discussing  the  subjects  presented, 
and  thereby  have  the  benefit  of  the  best  ideas  such  discussions  would  develop. 

From  the  experience  the  officers  have  had  in  arranging  for  the  annual  meetings,  I 
would  recommend,  at  each  future  meeting,  a  committee  be  appointed  to  act  in  con_ 
junction  with  the  Assistant  Secretary,  in  making  the  arrangements  for  holding  the 
meeting.  It  would  lighten  the  duties  of  the  Secretary. 

We  miss  at  this  meeting  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Association,  our  ever  active 
and  zealous  co-laborer  Prof.  J.  M.  Maisch,  who  sailed  a  few  weeks  since  on  a  visit  to 
his  Fatherland.  Our  best  wishes  accompany  him  for  a  happy  re-union  with  his  kin 
dred,  and  safe  return  to  his  family  and  numerous  friends. 

And  now,  associates,  the  time  for  the  retirement  as  your  presiding  officer  having 
arrived,  I  desire  again  to  return  you  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  this  prolonged  honor, 
and  the  courtesy  and  assistance  you  have  given  me,  for  it  is  through  that  assistance 
I  have  the  pleasure  of  transmitting  the  interests  of  the  Association  in  a  prosperous 
condition  to  my  successor,  which  I  fervently  hope  may  continue  to  us,  and  those 
coming  after  us. 

At  the  close  of  this  address,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Ross,  it  was  accepted, 
and  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  to  consider  and  report  upon  the 
suggestions  contained  therein.  The  Chair  appointed  Dr.  George  Ross, 
J.  H.  Stein,  and  Dr.  H.  B.  Parry. 

Mr.  Kennedy  called  the  attention  of  the  Association  to  the  presence 
of  two  delegates  from  the  New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
Messrs.  Randal  Rickey,  of  Trenton,  and  Arthur  G.  Smith,  of  Belvi- 
dere.  The  credentials  of  these  gentlemen  were  presented  and  read  by 
the  Secretary,  and  the  President  welcomed  them  to  a  seat  on  the  floor, 
and  a  participation  in  the  deliberations  of  the  meeting. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  report : 

Gentlemen  :  The  work  of  getting  ready  the  proceedings  for  publication  was  com¬ 
menced  soon  after  the  close  of  the  last  meeting.  The  manuscript  was  given  to  the 
printer  early  in  August,  but  from  various  causes  the  books  were  not  completed  and 
ready  for  distribution  till  the  latter  part  of  September.  One  copy  was  mailed  to  each 
member.  Twenty-two  copies  were  sold  to  members  at  twenty  cents  each,  and  the 
money  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer.  Complimentary  copies  were  sent  to  the  various 
pharmaceutical  and  medical  journals,  and  to  distinguished  physicians  and  chemists 
throughout  this  country  and  Europe ;  and  to  colleges  of  pharmacy  and  pharmaceuti  - 
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cal  Associations.  The  remaining  copies  of  the  proceedings  will  be  wanted  by  the  new 
members  at  this  and  subsequent  meetings,  and  should  be  preserved  for  them. 

The  President  and  Secretary  have  given  away  a  number  of  copies  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings,  with  the  hope  of  influencing  some  to  join  the  Association.  A  few  to  whom  the 
proceedings  were  thus  sent  have  since  become  members.  Two  hundred  copies  still 
remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary. 

Two  hundred  sheets,  containing  the  list  of  queries,  (with  the  names  of  those  who 
accepted  them  withheld,)  were  also  printed,  and  sent  out  with  the  proceedings. 

As  directed  by  the  Association,  last  year  a  blank  order-book  was  purchased,  at  a 
cost  of  $2  oo. 

In  connection  with  the  other  officers  of  the  Association,  the  Secretary  assisted  in 
arranging  a  design,  and  procuring  a  seal,  for  the  Association,  at  a  cost  of  $9  00.  This 
has  been  brought  into  frequent  use  during  the  year. 

Since  last  we  met  scarcely  a  week  has  passed  that  letters  were  not  received  and 
answered  by  the  Secretary.  These  were  mostly  from  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Association,  and  related  especially  to  the  business  of  the  Association.  But  others, 
also,  have  written  for  information.  Copies  of  the  Constitution  and  blank  applications 
for  membership  have  been  asked  for.  The  free  distribution  of  circulars,  and  the  full  re¬ 
ports  of  our  meetings  in  the  pharmaceutical  journals,  have  not  been  without  good  effect. 
The  attention  of  our  druggists  have  been  called  to  the  Association,  and  the  good  that 
may  be  accomplished  through  it,  and  many  who  were  indifferent  at  first  are  now  be¬ 
coming  interested  in  the  work  the  Association  is  doing. 

But  not  only  in  our  own  State  has  an  interest  been  awakened.  Letters  have  been 
received  from  other  States,  asking  for  copies  of  our  Constitution,  and  other  information 
in  regard  to  the  organization  of  a  State  Association.  It  is  a  gratifying  fact  that  an 
impetus  was  given,  when  this  Association  was  formed,  towards  the  organization  of 
other  State  Societies,  that  will,  we  hope,  continue  till  every  State  in  the  Union  has 
its  own. 

The  Secretary,  early  in  March,  notified  the  members  by  postal  card,  that  he  had 
received  twenty-five  copies  of  Rice’s  Report  on  the  Revision  of  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia,  which  he  would  sell  at  $1  00  each.  Subscriptions  came  mfrom  time 
to  time  till  every  copy  was  sold.  In  this  way  the  entire  subscription  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  towards  the  publication  of  this  report,  was  paid  back  into  the  treasury.

On  motion,  the  report  was  ordered  to  be  placed  upon  the  minutes. 
Mr.  Meyers  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  “  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  from  its  inception,  should  be  published 
in  a  neat  pamphlet,”  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  held,  and  the  volunteer  papers  read 
at  these  meetings,  were  put  together  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  for  publication.  The  committee,  after  giving  the  manuscript  a 
thorough  revision,  returned  it  to  the  Secretary,  and  a  contract  was  made  with  Lane 
S.  Hart,  State  Printer,  Harrisburg,  for  printing  five  hundred  copies  at  $78  60,  which 
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is  1 5  cents  per  copy.  One  copy  was  mailed  to  each  member  without  charge. 
The  price  fixed  upon  the  remaining  copies  was  twenty  cents  each.  It  will  be  found 
an  accurate  history  of  the  Association  to  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting  at  Pittsburgh. 

When  the  Association  assembled  at  Pittsburgh  on  the  ioth  of  June,  last  year,  its 
membership  numbered  four  honorary  and  seventy-two  active  members.  The  active 
members  represented  twenty-nine  towns  or  cities  and  eighteen  counties.  Sixty-five 
applicants  were  elected  at  that  meeting,  all  of  whom  having  complied  with  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  By-Laws,  were  enrolled  as  active  members. 

A  number  of  applications  having  been  received  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  a  special  meeting,  of  the  President  and  Executive  Committee,  was  held  in  Har¬ 
risburg,  October  16,  1879,  at  which  time  six  new  members  were  elected,  the  names 
and  residences  of  whom  are  as  follows  :

To  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

Gentlemen:  In  presenting  the  second  annual  report  as  Treasurer  of  your  body, 
it  affords  me  much  pleasure  in  reporting  the  excellent  condition  of  our  finances.  All 
our  indebtedness  paid,  so  far  as  we  know  any  claimants,  and  a  balance  over,  as  you 
have  heard,  of  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  nine  cents,  ($465  09.) 

Your  Treasurer  has  opened  accounts  with  one  hundred  and  forty-six  druggists  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  we  doubt  not  but  the  number  will  rapidly  increase  with  each  year. 
Nearly  one  half  of  this  number  have  taken  out  certificates  of  membership,  namely, 
seventy;  and  all  have  expressed  their  satisfaction  with  the  same.  It  is  a  pleasing 
fact -that  nearly  all  our  membership  have  promptly  paid  their  annual  dues,  whilst  some 
have  a  credit  of  several  years  on  the  Treasurer’s  books;  all  this  betokens  financial 
prosperity. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  my  fellow  officers  and  the  Executive  Committee, 
for  the  hearty  co-operation  whenever  their  counsel  and  service  were  requested.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Landis,  the  Treasurer’s  accounts  were  referred  to 
an  Auditing  Committee.  The  Chair  appointed  Messrs.  P.  S.  Brugh, 
J.  A.  Weaver,  and  Charles  C.  Klump. 

The  President  announced  the  next  order  of  business  to  be  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  appointed  the  following  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Nominations  :  Messrs.  George  W.  Stoeckel,  J.  H.  Boher, 
Charles  W.  Hancock,  Dr.  W.  D.  E.  Hayes,  and  D.  Horn. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Trade  Interests  was 
read,  as  follows : 

To  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association,  Allentown,  Pa.  : 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Trade  Interests  respectfully  report:  In  conse¬ 
quence  of  there  having  been  no  session  of  the  State  Legislature  during  the  past  win¬ 
ter,  your  committee  have  had  very  few  opportunities  to  exert  themselves  on  behalf  of 
“legislation  and  trade  interests.” 

On  January  20th  they  received  advices  from  the  officers  of  the  Association,  refer¬ 
ring  to  them  a  communication  from  Prof.  Remington,  on  behalf  of  the  Trade  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Philadelphia  Druggists,  asking  the  co-operation  and  support  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  “  an  effort  to  obtain  the  repeal  of  the  stamp 
tax  on  perfumery  and  proprietary  medicines,”  and  requesting  the  appointment  of  “  a 
committee,  to  join  a  similar  committee  from  the  Trade  Association  of  Philadelphia 
Druggists,  and  send  a  joint  delegation  to  Washington,  or  develop  such  a  plan  as  will 
be  most  effective  in  securing  the  desired  end.” 

Having  this  communication  under  consideration,  the  members  of  your  committee 
were  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  unwise  at  the  present  time  to  ask  for 
more  than  a  modification  of  the  law  releasing  perfumery  and  toilet  articles  from  the 
stamp  tax,  while  allowing  proprietary  articles,  properly  so-called,  to  remain  subject  to 
stamps,  as  at  present. 

There  were  many  reasons  which  led  the  committee  to  this  conclusion,  the  principal 
of  which  were  :  I.  Their  belief  that  it  would  be  impossible  at  the  present  time  to 
secure  a  repeal  of  the  whole  law ;  and  2.  That  the  modification  suggested  would 
grant  to  the  retail  trade  all  the  relief  generally  desired. 

Notwithstanding  this  opinion  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  your  committee,  they 
were  not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  co-operate  earnestly  with  the  Philadelphia  Trade 
Association,  and  other  organizations,  to  secure,  if  possible,  a  repeal  of  the  whole  law, 
or  to  effect  such  modification  as  might  seem  to  the  majority  of  the  different  committees 
most  desirable ;  and  with  this  object  in  view  notified  the  Philadelphia  Association  oj 
our  desire  to  further  their  views  in  the  matter.  Your  committee,  however,  received 
no  acknowledgement  of  their  communication,  and  were  not  advised  officially  of  any 
definite  action  having  been  taken  by  the  Philadelphia  Association ;  and,  therefore,  up 
to  the  present  time  have  done  nothing  more  than  to  hold  themselves  ready  for  united 
action  at  any  moment  their  services  might  be  called  for. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  Association  taking 
some  measures  to  procure  definite  legislation  at  Harrisburg  in  reference  to  the  removal 
of  the  special  tax  on  sales  of  “patent  medicines,”  so-called,  by  druggists  ;  or  failing  in 
this,  urge  that  the  law  be  made  applicable  to  all  dealers.  If  your  committee  are 
correctly  informed  this  law  is  now  construed  most  inequitably,  being  made  applicable 
to  druggists,  both  wholesale  and  retail,  while  allowing  such  sales  to  be  made  by  the 
wholesale  grocer  or  the  retail  dealer  in  general  goods,  without  payment  of  the  tax. 
Your  committee  do  not  feel  competent  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  constitutionality 
of  a  law  capable  of  such  an  unjust  interpretation,  but  they  do  not  hesitate  to  express 
their  condemnation  of  such  unreasonable  discrimination  against  a  department  of  busi¬ 
ness  that  is  already  taxed  almost  out  of  existence. 
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In  this  connection  your  committee  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  a  circular  re¬ 
cently  issued  from  the  Auditor  GeneraFs  Department.  At  the  date  of  this  writing 
the,  chairman  of  your  committee  understands  that  this  matter  has  been  brought  be¬ 
fore  the  Supreme  Court  now  in  session  at  Harrisburg,  but  he  has  not  been  advised  as 
to  the  progress  of  the  case,  or  the  special  points  to  be  determined  thereby. 

Your  committee  would  also  suggest,  if  allowable  under  the  form  of  a  report,  the 
advisability  of  your  Association  taking  the  initiative  in  some  measure  towards  calling 
the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  impropriety,  if  not  the  absolute  injustice,  of  requiring 
that  apothecaries  be  licensed  by  the  United  States  as  liquor  dealers,  in  order  to  dis¬ 
pense  a  small  quantity  of  spirits  on  the  prescription  of  a  physician.

The  report  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  Address. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Adulterations  and  Sophistica¬ 
tions  read  the  following  : 

Gentlemen  :  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  your  committee  was 
charged  with  the  duty  of  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  Association  any  law  bearing 
on  the  subject  of  adulterations  and  sophistications  which  might  come  before  the  Leg¬ 
islature,  of  taking  steps  to  secure  the  passage  of  such  law,  and  of  making  a  report  on 
such  adulterations  and  sophistications  as  might  be  brought  to  their  notice  during  the 
year. 

As  the  Legislature  was  not  convened  last  winter,  the  committee  have  no  report  to 
make  on  legislation. 

In  regard  to  the  other  portion  of  their  work,  they  contemplated  making  some  spe¬ 
cial  investigations  at  first.  One  member  of  the  committee  commenced  a  lengthy  re¬ 
port  on  the  adulteration  of  spices,  and  another  expected  to  examine  into  the  different 
meat  extracts  which  are  offered  in  the  market ;  but  the  demands  made  upon  their 
time  by  business  prevented  them  from  carrying  out  their  good  intentions. 

The  only  thing  left  for  your  committee  to  do  was  to  gather  together  the  notices 
that  have  appeared  on  this  subject  from  time  to  time  in  the  chemical  and  pharmaceu¬ 
tical  journals  during  the  past  year.  As  the  most  important  and  interesting  of  these 
have  been  read  by  you  in  these  journals,  it  was  deemed  unnecessary  to  report  them.

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Mr.  Kennedy,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Queries,  reported  six¬ 
teen  queries  to  be  answered  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted,  and  the  queries  ordered 
to  be  published. 

The  report  of  the  delegates  to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  was  read  by  Mr.  Samuel  Gerhard,  of  Philadelphia,  and,  on  motion 
of  Dr.  Parry,  ordered  to  be  placed  upon  the  minutes. 

The  report  is  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  :  The  delegates  appointed  to  the  twenty-seventh  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  met  in  the  hall  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Tuesday  afternoon,  September  9,  1879,  respect¬ 
fully  report,  that  a  large  number  of  delegates  attended  the  meeting. 

An  address  of  welcome  was  delivered  by  Hon.  John  Cavin,  mayor  of  the  city. 

The  delegates  representing  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  were 
Charles  A.  Heinitsh,  George  Ross,  Joseph  L.  Lemberger,  and  Samuel  Gerhard. 
Joseph  L.  Lemberger  and  Samuel  Gerhard  being  substituted  for  W.  F.  Horn  and 
William  Harris. 

Much  interest  was  taken  in  the  meetings;  and  many  valuable  and  interesting  pa¬ 
pers  were  read,  and  referred  for  publication. 

Our  Association  was  honored  in  the  election  of  Joseph  L.  Lemberger,  as  one  of  the 
Vice  Presidents. 

One  hundred  and  two  new  members  were  added  to  the  Association,  eighty-six  by 
election,  and  sixteen  who  were  delegates  and  became  members  by  signing  the  Con¬ 
stitution. 

About  two  hundred  dollars  were  added  to  the  centennial  fund,  by  contributions. 

The  President,  George  W.  Sloan,  the  Local  Secretary,  Eli  Lilly,  the  Druggists  and 
citizens  made  united  and  generous  efforts  to  entertain  the  members  of  the  Association 
in  sumptuous  style,  and  with  unbounded  generosity.  Invitations  were  given,  and  ac¬ 
cepted,  to  visit  the  many  places  of  interest ;  carriages  having  been  furnished,  free  of 
expense. 

The  exhibition  held  in  Masonic  Hall  was  very  fine,  and  attracted  great  attention. 
It  was  visited  by  crowds  of  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  and  many  persons  came  from 
distant  parts  of  the  State  to  see  it.  In  variety,  it  excelled  previous  exhibitions. 

The  Grand  Hotel  was  headquarters  for  the  delegates,  the  proprietors  of  which  made 
our  stay  very  pleasant,  and  made  great  and  successful  efforts  to  make  us  feel  at  home. 

The  entertainments,  the  banquet,  the  hop,  the  microscopical  soiree,  and  the  bounti¬ 
ful  hospitality  of  the  pharmacists  and  their  friends  of  Indianapolis  will  always  be  a 
green  spot  in  our  memories. 

The  Association  adjourned,  Friday,  September  12,  to  meet  at  Saratoga  Springs, 
New  York,  Tuesday,  September  14,  1880.

Mr.  Kennedy  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  live  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  a  bill 
regulating  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  sale  of  poisons,  and  preventing  the  adulteration 
of  food,  to  be  presented  to  the  next  Legislature.  The  President  appointed  the  com¬ 
mittee,  as  follows :  George  W.  Kennedy,  John  M.  Maisch,  John  T.  Patten,  J.  H. 
Boher,  and  William  Harris. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  made  a  report,  recommending  the 
re-election  of  all  the  existing  officers.  Objections  were  made  by  the 
President  and  Secretary;  and,  on  motion,  the  report  was  referred  back 
to  the  committee  for  reconsideration,  and  with  instructions  to  report  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  session. 

A  communication  was  read  by  the  Secretary  from  Messrs.  Smith, 
Kline  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  inviting  the  members  of  the  Association 
and  their  ladies  to  a  complimentary  excursion  over  the  Switchback 
railroad  on  Thursday  morning. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Landis,  the  invitation  was  accepted,  with 
the  thanks  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  Kennedy  announced  that  Prof.  Remington  proposed  to  deliver 
an  address  on  the  metric  system  before  the  Association,  and  on  mo¬ 
tion,  the  hour  of  two,  p.  m.,  Wednesday,  was  fixed  for  hearing  him. 

A  telegram  was  read  from  Vice  President  Kelly,  expressing  his  re¬ 
grets  that  urgent  business  engagements  prevented  him  from  leaving 
home  to  attend  the  meeting  in  Allentown. 

A  communication,  signed  by  Messrs.  William  L.  Turner  and  Thomas 
S.  Wiegand,  a  committee  from  the  Trade  Association  of  Philadelphia 
Druggists,  requesting  this  Association  to  act  in  conjunction  with  their 
organization,  to  induce  our  representatives  in  Congress  to  use  their  in¬ 
fluence  in  relieving  the  trade  from  the  unjust  tax  and  odium  cast  upon 
us  as  liquor  dealers,  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  the  following  applicants  for 
membership:  Valerius  E.  Shaw,  Eldred,  McKean  county;  N.  Wolfe, 
Wilkes-Barre;  C.  L.  Lochman,  Bethlehem;  Andrew  Blair  and  Wil¬ 
liam  B.  Thompson,  Philadelphia. 

The  President  directed  a  ballot  to  be  taken,  and  the  candidates 
named  were  unanimously  elected 
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Mr.  Cressler  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed,  to  select 
the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Mr.  Landis  moved  to  amend,  by  increasing  the  committee  to  five. 

The  motion  as  amended  was  carried,  and  the  following  committee 
appointed:  Messrs.  C.  H.  Cressler,  E.  T.  Meyers,  Dr.  H.  Pursell,  H. 
F.  Voshage,  and  Robert  H.  Walch. 

The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer, 
reported  that  they  found  them  correct. 

At  five  o’clock  the  Association  adjourned,  to  meet  at  nine  o’clock 
on  Wednesday  morning. 


SECOND  SESSION.— Wednesday  Morning. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  nine,  a.  m.,  by  the  President. 
The  minutes  of  the  first  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  credenials  of  Mr.  Ctlay  W.  Holmes,  of  Elmira.  Secretary  of  the 
New  York  State  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  a  delegate  from  that 
body,  were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

The  President  invited  him  to  a  seat,  and  to  participate  in  the  delib¬ 
erations  of  the  meeting. 

The  committee,  to  whom  the  President’s  address  was  referred,  made 
the  following  report : 

Gentlemen:  Your  committee  would  respectfully  submit  the  following:  1.  On  the 
subject  relating  to  the  paying  a  salary  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Association,  we  would 
recommend  that  he  be  paid  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  annually. 

2.  We  would  recommend  the  election  of  two  or  more  members  as  delegates  to  the 
meeting  of  the  New  York  and  New  Jersey  State  Pharmaceutical  Associations  in 
1881. 

3.  We  wmuld  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  draft  a  bill  on  the 
regulation  of  Pharmacy,  to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature. 

4.  We  would  further  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  prepare  a  code 
of  Ethics  for  the  Association,  and  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting ;  and  also  a 
committee  on  Local  and  Private  Formula?. 

5.  We  would  further  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  prepare  an 
article  relating  to  Apprentices  to  the  Drug  Business. 

6.  W  e  would  also  recommend  that  the  Association  pass  a  resolution  indorsing  the 
action  of  the  Western  Druggists’  Association,  in  the  repeal  of  the  stamp  tax  on  pro¬ 
prietary  medicines  and  perfumery,  and  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Commissione- 
of  Internal  Revenue,  and  the  proper  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives. 
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In  regard  to  the  recommendation  of  the  President  on  the  retail  liquor  license  paid 
by  druggists,  we  would  respectfully  refer  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Association  proceeded  to  ballot  for 
the  candidates  named.  Dr.  Hayes  and  Mr.  Patton  were  appointed  tel¬ 
lers,  and  after  the  vote  was  taken,  the  President  announced  the  unani¬ 
mous  election  of  all  the  officers. 

Messrs.  S.  Campbell  and  J.  A.  Fleming  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  conduct  the  President  elect  to  the  chair.  The  retiring  President, 
upon  relinquishing  his  seat,  congratulated  his  successor  upon  the  high 
honor  that  had  been  conferred  upon  him.  President  Kennedy  then 
delivered  the  following  address : 

Gentlemen  :  You  have  conferred  an  honor  upon  me  which  I  very  much  appre¬ 
ciate,  in  electing  me  to  the  highest  position  in  the  gift  of  the  Association.  This 
makes  the  third  time  that  I  have  been  honored  in  being  elected  as  one  of  your  offi¬ 
cers,  having  served  previously  as  your  First  Vice  President  ov  er  two  and  a  half  years 
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In  placing  me  in  this  responsible  position  to  preside  over  your  deliberations,  I  ask  of 
each  member  for  his  assistance,  so  as  to  make  my  administration  a  successful  one 
since  it  is  impossible  to  advance  the  interests  of  our  Association,  if  we  do  not  enter 
the  traces  and  pull  together.  I  shall  endeavor,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  discharge 
my  duties  faithfully  and  impartially  as  your  President,  and  at  the  expiration  of  my 
term,  I  hope  my  record  will  prove  this.  There  are  no  reasons  why  our  Association 
should  not  be  larger  in  number,  or  at  least  as  large  as  our  sister  associations,  lut  still, 
what  we  lack  in  numbers  we  make  up  in  material.  In  our  .State  we  have  a  large 
field  to  work  in.  Take  Philadelphia,  with  about  eight  hundred  apothecaries  who  are 
eligible,  and  with  only  about  thirty-five  who  are  members  of  the  Association.  W  e 
should  have  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  their  number.  Let  us  form  and  strengthen 
our  lines,  and  make  one  grand  effort,  charge  on  the  enemy  as  it  were,  not  with  the 
intention  of  taking  life,  but  to  capture  the  enemy  alive,  and  make  them  good  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  organization,  and,  if  necessary,  as  one  of  our  old  army  commanders  said, 
“let  us  fight  it  out  on  this  line,  if  it  takes  all  summer.” 

The  same  committee  who  escorted  the  President  to  his  seat  was  re¬ 
quested  to  perform  a  similar  duty  to  Vice  President  Robbins. 

Prof.  Remington  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Certificates  of 
Membership,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Certificates  of  Membership  respectfully  report,  that  seventy  cer¬ 
tificates  have  been  issued  properly  signed  and  sealed  by  the  officers  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion.  With  the  recent  numerous  accessions  to  our  ranks  it  is  hoped  that  every  mem¬ 
ber  will  insist  on  having  one  of  these  neat  and  attractive  evidences  of  membership, 
and  display  it,  in  order  that  the  influence  of  the  Association  may  be  extended,  its 
membership  increased,  and  the  funds  of  the  Association  placed  in  a  position  to  meet 
its  ever  increasing  wants.

The  report  was  received,  and  ordered  to  be  placed  upon  the  minutes. 

The  Treasurer  made  an  explanation  in  regard  to  the  price  of  the  cer¬ 
tificates.  The  three  dollars  paid  for  the  initiation  fee,  and  the  annual 
contribution,  does  not  include  the  price  of  the  certificate,  as  some  sup¬ 
pose.  The  certificate  alone  costs  three  dollars. 

The  Executive  Committee  presented  the  names  of  the  following  can¬ 
didates  for  membership :  James  A.  Parker,  Peter  P.  Fox,  J.  T.  Hoskin- 
son,  William  A.  Ball,  William  M.  Thompson,  Philadelphia;  James  H. 
Sheridan,  South  Bethlehem. 

Messrs.  Hancock  &  Remington  were  appointed  tellers,  and  a  ballot 
being  taken,  they  were  declared  unanimously  elected. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  communication  :

Before  this  invitation  was  accepted,  at  the  suggestion  of  several  mem¬ 
bers,  the  President  appointed  a  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Lem- 
berger,  Remington,  and  Campbell,  to  see  the  druggists  of  Allentown 
and  express  the  wish  of  the  Association  that  it  did  not  desire  entertain¬ 
ment  at  their  expense.  The  Committee,  after  a  brief  absence  from  the 
meeting  returned,  and  reported  that  arrangements  had  already  been 
completed  for  the  banquet.  On  motion,  the  invitation  was  accepted 
with  the  thanks  of  the  Association. 

Prof.  Remington,  with  the  object  of  putting  on  record  an  expression 
of  opinion  of  the  Association  in  regard  to  entertainments,  offered  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  custom  of  providing  entertainments  of  various  kinds,  for  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association,  is  one  which  greatly  impairs  the  usefulness  of 
such  association,  by  consuming  valuable  time,  interfering  with  the  regular  business, 
and  imposing  upon  the  local  committees  such  an  amount  of  responsibility,  trouble,  and 
expense  which  dignified  scientific  bodies  should  refuse  to  exact ;  it  is  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  record  their  disap¬ 
probation  of  such  entertainments,  and  instruct  the  Association  hereafter  to  decline  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  purpose. 

Mr.  William  L.  Turner  read  the  following  report,  from  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Exhibition  : 

Gentlemen  :  Your  Committee  on  Exhibition  respectfully  reports  as  follows:

They,  also,  exhibit  a  col¬ 
lection  of  sugar-coated  pills,  made  by  Eli  Lilly,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Messrs.  Robert  Shoemaker  &  Co.,  of  Philadeiphia,  exhibit  a  fine  quality  of  Nor¬ 
wegian  cod  liver  oil,  put  up  in  elegant  and  attractive  style.  They,  also,  exhibit  John¬ 
ston’s  fluid  beef,  a  very  superior  article,  for  which  they  are  the  American  agents,  and 
a  full  line  of  the  soluble-coated  pills  and  granules  of  Messrs.  Schieflelin  &  Co.,  of 
New  York. 

Messrs.  John  Wyeth  &  Bro.,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibit  fluid  extracts,  elixirs,  com¬ 
pressed  tablets,  suppositories,  cod  liver  oil  emulsion,  absorbent  cotton,  some  rare  spec¬ 
imens  of  crude  drugs,  and  the  new  anaesthetic  bromide  of  ethyl. 

Messrs.  S.  Gerhard  &  Son,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibit  a  large  variety  of  spread  plasters. 

The  Enterprise  Manufacturing  Company,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibit  a  neat  and  effec¬ 
tive  press,  well  adapted  to  pharmaceutical  uses. 

Messrs.  Turner  &  Wayne,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibit  a  large  and  elegant  assortment 
of  soaps,  perfumery,  and  druggists’  sundries.

The  consideration  of  the  remaining  recommendations  contained  in 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  President’s  Address  was,  on  motion, 
resumed.  The  second  recommendation  was  read.  Dr.  Hayes  moved 
to  amend,  by  inserting  the  word  “  appoint  ”  in  place  of  elect.”  The 
recommendation,  as  amended,  was  adopted.  Mr.  Turner  then  moved 
that  the  appointments  be  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Association,  which 
was  adopted. 

The  third  recommendation  was  read.  Remarks  were  made  upon  the 
importance  of  this  recommendation,  by  several  members  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  recommendation  was  adopted,  and,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Parry, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

The  fourth  recommendation  was  adopted  as  read,  and  the  committee 
made  to  consist  of  five  members. 

The  fifth  recommendation  was  read,  and  adopted ;  the  committee  to 
consist  of  three  members. 

The  sixth  recommendation  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legis¬ 
lation. 
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On  motion  of  Dr.  Ross,  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Mr.  Cressler,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Time  and  Place  for 
holding  the  next  annual  meeting,  reported  that  the  committee  unani¬ 
mously  agreed  to  recommend  Williamsport,  as  being  geographically 
indicated  as  the  proper  location.  It  is  easily  accessible  by  railroad, 
from  all  parts  of  the  State.  And  it  is  understood  that  the  druggists  of 
that  city  are  desirous  of  having  the  Association  meet  there.  The  time 
for  holding  the  meeting,  as  heretofore,  the  second  Tuesday  in  June, 
1 88 1,  was  also  recommended. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the  committee  discharged. 

Mr.  Edward  A.  Cornell,  of  Williamsport,  was  nominated  for  As¬ 
sistant  Secretary.  A  ballot  was  taken,  and  the  President  declared  him 
unanimously  elected. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  communication  received 
from  the  Trade  Association  of  Philadelphia  Druggists,  made  a  report, 
recommending  that  the  whole  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation. 

Prof.  Remington  moved  that  a  committee  of  five  from  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Trade  Association  be  invited  to  cooperate  with  a  similar  committee 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association.  The  motion  was 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia 
through  their  chairman,  Mr.  Charles  T.  George,  presented  a  copy  of 
the  report  which  was  prepared  by  the  committee  and  handed  in  to  the 
Decennial  Convention,  which  met  at  Washington  on  the  first  Wednes¬ 
day  of  May,  1880.  The  report  wa§  received  and  adopted.  (See  re¬ 
port,  page  37.) 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  one  applicant  for  membership,  J. 
C.  Holt,  Pottsville.  Messrs.  Campbell  and  Thompson  were  appointed 
tellers,  a  ballot  was  taken,  and  the  candidate  unanimously  elected. 

Mr.  Kennedy  read  a  paper  in  answer  to  query  No.  13,  as  follows: 

Phosphate  of  sodium  is  said  to  be  adulterated  with  carbonate  and  sulphate  of  so¬ 
dium.  Is  this  assertion  correct  ?  A  qualitative  analysis  of  the  article  is  desirable. 

In  answer  to  the  above  query,  the  writer  would  report  that  after  a  very  careful  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  subject,  experimenting  with  a  number  of  samples  of  the  salt  obtained 
from  different  retail  houses,  representing  several  manufacturers  of  the  article,  that  I 
found  them  all  to  contain  carbonate  of  sodium,  but  only  in  very  small  quantities.  The 
specimens  all  contained  sulphate  of  sodium,  varying  from  twenty-five  to  sixty  per  cent, 
of  the  crystallized  salt.  A  few  of  the  samples  contained  small  quantities  of  lime  and 
magnesia.  They  were  all  found  to  contain  the  orthophosphoric  or  the  common  tribasic 
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acid.  I  also  examined  for  arsenic,  which  is  sometimes  present  in  the  salt,  no  doubt 
being  there  through  impure  sulphuric  acid  used  in  its  preparation,  and  in  every  sam¬ 
ple  examined  failed  to  detect  any  even  with  the  most  delicate  tests  in  use  ;  and  yet  it 
is  hardly  possible  to  enter  through  this  source,  as  most  of  the  sulphuric  acid  manufac¬ 
tured  in  this  country  is  made  from  sulphur ;  and  when  made  from  sulphur  which  was 
not  made  from  pyrites,  it  rarely  contains  arsenic,  but  that  made  from  pyrites,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  is  scarcely  ever  free  from  the  metallic  poison,  and  no  doubt 
when  present  can  be  attributed  or  traced  to  the  latter  cause. 

The  writer  is  of  the  impression  that  the  sulphate  and  carbonate  of  sodium  are  not 
present  as  adulterations,  but  owing  to  the  manner  in  which  it  is  prepared  cannot  be 
prevented  or  excluded  altogether.  The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  formula  now 
in  use :  Calcined  bone  is  treated  with  sulphuric  acid  in  an  earthen  vessel.  Water  is 
next  added,  and  the  whole  thoroughly  mixed.  This  is  digested  for  three  days,  occa' 
sionally  stirring  and  adding  a  small  quantity  of  water  to  re-place  that  which  is  lost  by 
evaporation.  After  standing  three  days,  add  boiling  water  and  strain  through  muslin. 
Gradually  add  more  boiling  water,  until  the  liquid  passes  tasteless,  and  allow  it  to 
stand  undisturbed  until  complete  subsidence.  Pour  off  the  clear  solution,  and  evap¬ 
orate.  To  the  concentrated  solution  add  gradually  carbonate  of  sodium  previously 
dissolved  in  hot  water  until  effervescence  ceases  or  neutralization  takes  place.  Filter 
the  solution  and  set  aside  in  a  quiet  place  to  crystalize.  In  this  formula  an  excess  of 
sulphuric  acid  is  used,  and  consequently,  on  account  of  the  small  quantity  of  sulphate 
of  lime  formed,  the  acid  will  take  up  the  soda  and  form  sulphate  of  sodium.  It  is 
said  that  most  of  the  impurities  can  be  got  rid  of  by  re-crvstallization.  If  manufacturers 
were  a  little  more  careful,  so  as  not  to  use  sulphuric  acid  and  carbonate  of  sodium  too 
largely  in  excess,  almost  pure  phosphate  of  sodium  could  oe  obtained  at  least  in  the 
first  crystallization,  since  it  is  utterly  impossible  in  subsequent  crystallization  to  prevent 
a  large  contamination  when  prepared  according  to  the  present  formula.  The  main 
point  will  be  for  manufacturers  to  get  at  the  limit,  as,  according  to  my  analysis,  there 
is  more  or  less  of  the  principal  impurities  present.  It  would  be  advisable  for  them 
to  pay  more  attention  to  this  in  the  future,  or  change  or  amend  the  present  process. 
The  agents  used  in  conducting  my  investigation  were  the  following  : 

For  Carbonate  of  Sodium. — A  strong  saturated  solution  was  used,  adding  hydro¬ 
chloric  acid,  effervescence  indicating  carbonate. 

For  Sulphate  of  Sodium. — A  known  amount  of  the  salt  was  dissolved  in  water 
acidulated  with  hydrochloric  acid,  and  precipitating  with  barium  chloride  in  solution, 
washing  and  drying  the  percipitate,  and  weighing. 

I  make  my  calculations  of  the  amount  of  sulphate  present  from  the  following  figures : 
two  hundred  and  thirty-three  parts  of  dry  sulphate  of  barium  (Ba.  So.  4)  being  equaj 
to  three  hundred  and  twenty  parts  of  sulphate  of  sodium,  (Xa.2,  So.4,-f-io  H2  O:) 

For  Magnesia  and  Calcium. — To  a  solution  of  the  salt  add  ammonia.  If  not 
rendered  turbid,  there  is  an  absence  of  both. 

For  Arsenic  and  Other  Metallic  Impurities. — To  a  solution  of  the  salt  add 
hvdrosulphuric  acid,  a  small  quantity  of  diluted  hydrochloric  acid,  and  permit  it  to 
stand  in  a  warm  place  for  several  hours.  If  arsenic  is  present,  a  yellow  percipitate  is 
produced.  A  dark  precipitate  indicates  other  metallic  impurities.  For  arsenic  I  ap- 
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plied  some  of  the  other  tests  in  common  use,  namely  Marsh,  Reinsch,  and  Betten- 
dorfs. 

For  Orthophosphoric  Acid. — To  a  solution  of  the  salt  add  nitrate  of  silver  in 
solution.  It  should  yield  a  yellow  percipitate,  soluble  in  nitric  acid  and  ammonia.

The  paper  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  committee  for  publica¬ 
tion. 

Professor  Remington  read  Mr.  Louis  Emanuel’s  paper,  in  answer  to 
query  No.  3,  as  follows: 

What  addition  to  epsom  salts  will  diminish  its  bitter  and  nauseous  taste  without 
materially  altering  its  properties  ? 

In  attempting  to  suggest  an  addition  which  would  answer  the  above  query,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  experiments  were  made,  and  are  submitted  for  criticism : 

To  solutions  containing  one  ounce  of  the  salt  in  eight  fluid  ounces  of  water,  were 
added  :  First  solution,  Aromatic  sulphuric  acid,  f5ss.  Second,  Tannic  acid,  gr.  iss. 
Third,  Sodium  chloride,  5'-  The  taste  is  scarcely  affected  immediately,  but  after 
standing  for  a  week  or  more,  the  nauseous  taste  is  considerably  modified,  and  the  mix¬ 
ture  is  rendered  more  palatable  by  the  addition  of  ginger  syrup.  Of  the  three  solu¬ 
tions,  that  containing  sodium  chloride  seems  less  liable  to  alter  the  properties  of  the 
salt,  and  as  half  an  ounce  of  epsom  salt  is  considered  a  full  dose — if  dissolved  in  a  half 
pint  of  water — I  would  suggest  the  following  process:  Epsom  salt,  g\.\  table  salt,  $1.; 
water,  ad.  f^xvi.  Let  stand  for  one  week,  add  fluid  extract  liquorice  5 i •>  and  filter. 
Dose,  a  half  pint.  Of  course  this  is  a  regular  old  fashioned  dose,  but  if  the  solution 
is  more  concentrated  it  will  be  less  palatable. 

For  immediate  use,  nothing  seems  to  answer  the  purpose  better  than  a  strong  infu¬ 
sion  of  coffee,  sweetened.

A  number  of  the  new  members  having  asked  for  copies  of  last  year’s 
proceedings,  the  Secretary  inquired  whether  he  should  give  a  copy  free 
to  each  new  member,  or  charge  for  it.  Mr.  Heinitsh  moved  that  they 
be  sold  at  a  price  fixed  upon  by  the  Secretary  and  the  Executive  Com- 
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nrttee.  Dr.  Hays  amended  the  motion,  so  as  to  give  a  free  copy  to 
each  member  joining  this  year.  The  amendment  was  lost,  and  the 
original  motion  was  adopted.  The  Secretary  announced  that  the  price 
of  the  proceedings  for  1879  twenty  cents  per  copy.  At  twelve,  M. 
the  Association  adjourned  to  meet  at  two,  a.  m. 


THIRD  SESSION — Wednesday  Afternoon. 

The  Association  met  at  two,  p.  m.,  and  listened  for  an  hour  to  a  very 
interesting  lecture  from  Professor  Remington,  on  the  Metric  System. 
At  three,  p.  m.,  the  Association  again  resumed  its  regular  business.  The 
minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  approved.  The  President 
announced  the  special  committees,  and  delegates  for  the  ensuing  year. 

An  hour  was  occupied  in  a  general  interchange  of  views  among  the 
members,  regarding  the  merits  and  the  best  mode  of  manufacturing 
certain  pharmaceutical  preparations. 

The  Secretary  read  over  the  list  of  queries,  and  the  President  called 
for  remarks  upon  them. 

On  the  subject  of  good  working  formula  for  Emulsions,  (Query  12,) 
Messrs.  Wolff,  George,  and  Heinitsh  spoke.  Messrs.  George  and 
Heinitsh  referred  especially  to  Emulsions  of  Caster  Oil,  containing  gly- 
conin.  Mr.  George  asked  the  Secretary  to  read  his  formula.  (It  is 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia.)  Mr.  Heinitsh  had  prepared  a  paper  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,  but  did  not  read  it.  It  is  as  follows : 

Castor  Oil  in  Emulsion. 

A  pleasant  and  efficient  form  for  administering  Castor  Oil,  particularly  to  children, 
has  long  been  a  desideratum.  In  addition  to  the  number  already  given,  I  offer  the 
following  formula,  containing  fifty  per  cent,  of  oil,  which  is  palatable,  does  not  gripe, 
and  from  numerous  trials,  it  has  been  ascertained  that  a  fluid  ounce  of  the  Emulsion 
is  nearly,  or  quite  as  effective  as  the  same  quantity  of  the  oil.

Mr.  Lemberger  desired  to  know  if  the  Emulsion  of  Castor  Oil,  as 
prepared  by  Mr.  George  or  Mr.  Heinitsh,  was  as  efficient  in  the  same 
dose  as  the  oil  itself.  Both  these  gentlemen  replied;  that  those  who  have 
used  the  Emulsion,  say  that  an  ounce  of  the  Emulsion  produces  as  good 
effect  as  the  same  quantity  of  the  oil  alone. 

When  query  No.  9,  relative  to  the  various  meat  extracts  in  the 
market  was  read,  Mr.  George  was  asked  to  give  his  opinion.  He  de¬ 
clined  to  do  so  at  present,  but  promised  to  write  out  his  views,  and 
present  them  in  a  paper  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Prof.  Remington  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  chairman  on  Papers  and  Queries  be  requested  to  secure  from 
members  as  many  promises  to  answer  queries  as  possible  at  the  time  of  the  meetings. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Pursell  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  By-Laws :  Arti¬ 
cle  1,  Chapter  2  :  After  the  words  44  professional  standing,”  shall  be 
inserted  44  of  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  have  three  con¬ 
secutive  years  of  practical  experience.” 

According  to  the  By-Laws,  it  had  to  lie  over  till  the  Association  held 
its  next  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Hayes,  the  thanks  of  the  Association  were  tendered 
Prof.  Remington,  for  his1  valuable  lecture  on  the  metric  system. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  Remington,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  send 
a  copy  of  the  proceedings  to  the  President,  Secretary,  and  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  each  State  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

As  the  hour  for  closing  drew  near,  Prof.  Remington  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions  of  thanks,  which  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  be,  and 
are  hereby  tendered  to  Mr.  C.  C.  Klump,  our  efficient  Assistant  Secretary,  for  his 
active  and  earnest  labors  in  making  this  a  successful  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  be 
likewise  extended  to  the  press,  to  the  druggists,  and  citizens  of  Allentown,  for  their 
warm-hearted  hospitalities  extended  during  our  visit  to  their  city. 


At  quarter  past  five,  p.  m.,  having  finished  all  their  business,  the  min¬ 
utes  of  the  afternoon  session  were  read  and  approved,  and  the  Associa¬ 
tion  adjourned,  to  meet  in  Williamsport  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  June, 
1881.

There  was 
much  good  humor ;  toasts  were  offered  and  speeches  made,  and  the 
time  passed  pleasantly  away  till  midnight,  before  the  company  sepa¬ 
rated. 

Nearly  all  who  were  at  the  banquet  remained  over  the  night,  and 
joined  in  the  excursion  over  the  Switchback  on  the  following  morning. 
Under  the  escort  of  Mr.  M.  N.  Kline,  of  Philadelphia,  the  company 
started  for  Mauch  Chunk  at  nine  o’clock,  a.  m.  Here  they  were  met 
by  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Lacier,  an  enterprising  druggist  of  the  town,  who 
showed  them  many  kind  attentions.  Without  attempting  any  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  ride  over  the  Switchback,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  view 
from  the  mountain  tops  was  very  beautiful.  Delighted  and  refreshed 
by  the  ride,  the  company  returned  to  the  hotel  in  time  to  partake  of  a 
good  dinner,  which  had  been  prepared  for  them.  Before  leaving  the 
table,  Mr.  Heinitsh  called  the  company  to  order,  and  proposed  a  reso¬ 
lution  of  thanks  to  Messrs.  Smith,  Kline  &  Co.,  for  the  pleasure  they 
had  afforded  the  members  of  the  Association,  in  giving  them  this  excur¬ 
sion.  The  resolution  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Durham,  in  an  eloquent 
speech,  and  was  carried  unanimously. 

As  the  hour  for  the  train  to  arrive  approached,  the  company  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  depot,  and  in  a  short  time  were  on  their  way  to  Allen¬ 
town  again,  whence  they  separated,  some  going  to  their  homes,  and 
some  to  visit  other  places.  Thus  pleasantly  closed  the  third  annual 
meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association.

We  were  ably  assisted  by  Professor  Maisch,  Mr.  Heinitsh,  and  Dr. 
Miller,  who  went  to  a  good  deal  more  trouble  and  expense  than  some 
of  the  members  of  the  committee,  from  whom  we  received  only  excuses 
of  inability  to  attend  the  meetings,  and  no  work  whatever. 

This  is  not  said  for  the  purpose  of  reflecting  on  any  members  of  the 
committee,  but  to  express  our  disappointment  in  not  receiving  a  con¬ 
tribution  from  them  of  work  done  at  home,  and  in  not  having  them 
with  us  at  the  meeting  of  the  committee. 

This  report  was  handed  in  to  the  Decennial  Convention,  which  met 
at  Washington  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  May. 

Our  work  was  well  received,  and  our  President  was  accorded  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  by  resolution,  as  a  compliment  to  our  State  As¬ 
sociation.

GENERAL  PRINCIPLES. 


Recommended  for  Adoption  in  the  Revision  of  the  United 

States  Pharmacopceia. 


1st.  Language.— The  text  ot  the  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  printed  in  the  English 
language  ;  but  the  names  of  officinal  drugs  and  preparations  should  be  given  as  here¬ 
tofore,  in  Latin  and  English,  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  a  commentary  or  trans¬ 
lation,  such  as  is  used  in  Europe,  and  in  the  United  States,  where  the  German  Phar¬ 
macopoeia  is  in  use. 

2d.  Alphabetical  Arrangement.— The  present  division  of  Materia  Medica  into  pri¬ 
mary  and  secondary  lists  should  by  all  means  be  abandoned,  and  all  articles  and 
preparations  should  be  arranged  in  a  continuous  alphabetical  order,  retaining,  how¬ 
ever,  such  headings  as  Extracta,  Extracta  Fluida,  Infusa,  Pilulae,  Unguenta,  &c.,  &c.; 
whenever  it  may  be  found  useful  to  give  general  directions  to  the  whole  class. 

3d.  Cross  References.— At  the  end  of  each  article  a  short  paragraph  is  to  be  added, 
giving  the  names  of  all  the  preparations,  in  which  the  substance,  treated  of  in  the  ar¬ 
ticle,  is  used. 

4th.  Descriptions  of  Crude  Drugsof  Animal  or  Vegetable  origin.— Concise  but  complete 
descriptions  are  to  be  added,  sufficient  to  indicate  the  distinctive  characteristics  to  the 
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naked  eye,  and,  when  necessary,  such  as  are  visible  under  an  ordinary  pocket-lens  of 
ten  diameters.  Where  external  and  visible  properties  are  insufficient  to  characterize 
the  substance,  as  in  the  case  of  gums,  resins,  balsams,  &c.,  it  should  be  further  de¬ 
fined  by  its  chemical  properties. 

5th.  Description  of  Chemicals.— All  mineral  substances  or  chemical  preparations  shad 
be  accompanied  by  concise  and  complete  tests  of  identity  and  purity  (without  process.) 

6th.  Expressions  of  Quantity. — All  measures  of  capacity  shall  be  abandoned,  and  all 
quantities  shall  be  expressed  only  in  parts  by  weight.

Should  be  abandoned  on  account  of  its  variable  strength  and  character,  and  on  ac¬ 
count  of  its  little  use  by  physicians ;  the  dilute  acid,  made  at  once  after  mixing  the 
acids,  being  always  preferred,  and  giving  better  results.

Introduce  the  distilled  water  into  a  flat-bottomed  flask,  beaker-glass,  or  wide-mouth 
bottle,  of  at  least  twice  the  capacity  of  the  intended  product,  add  the  phosphorus,  in 
stick,  observing  that  it  lies  in  such  a  position  as  to  be  covered  by  the  water,  then  add 
the  iodine  and  move  the  flask  so  that  the  iodine  and  phosphorus  may  come  into  con¬ 
tact,  and  lastly  add  the  nitric  acid,  all  at  once.  Set  the  vessel  aside  until  the  reaction, 
which  begins  at  once,  is  completed  and  the  phosphorus  is  entirely  consumed.  Trans¬ 
fer  the  solution  to  a  porcelain  evaporating  dish  and  heat  it,  at  a  temperature  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  160°  (Cent.,)  until  the  excess  of  nitric  acid  is  driven  off  and  there  remains  a 
syrupy  liquid,  free  from  odor  and  color,  which  allow  to  cool,  and  add  thereto  dis¬ 
tilled  water  q.  s.  to  make  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven  parts — 1627-S-  (1628) — 
(containing  about  1139  parts,  ortho-phosphoric  acid,  H3  PO4,  or  70  per  cent.) 


ACIDUM  PHOSPHORICUM  DILUTUM.

(The  tests  and  characteristics  suggested  in  report  of  committee  of  American  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association,  are  all  that  could  be  desired.  In  the  above  spec.  grav.  and 
saturating  power  with  bicarb,  potash  has  not  been  determined.) 

Temperature,  at  which  the  solution  of  phosphorus  should  be  evaporated  or  heated 
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f-o  expel  the  excess  of  nitric  acid,  may  be  disregarded,  and  any  portion  of  the  ortho- 
phosphoric  acid  which  may  have  been  deprived  of  a  portion  of  its  water  by  heating 
above  160O,  and  thus  changed  to  meta  or  pyro-phosphoric  acid,  can  be  re-converted 
into  ortho-phosphoric  acid,  by  adding  to  the  residue  in  the  evaporating  dish  (when 
cold)  distilled  water  five  hundred  parts,  and  boiling  the  solution  from  five  to  ten  min¬ 
utes,  or  until  it  fails,  after  dilution,  to  yield  a  precipitate  with  tincture  of  chloride  of 
1ron.

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Mix  the  pulps  together  in  a  suitable  vessel  over  a  steam  or  water  bath,  and  gradu¬ 
ally  add  the  powdered  coriander  and  sugar,  and  evaporate,  mixing  the  ingredients 
well,  until  it  forms  a  confection  of  proper  consistency,  representing  one  part  of  senna 
in  five  parts  of  the  confection. 

The  pulps  recommended  in  the  above  formula,  are  made  by  freeing  the  fruits  from 
stems  and  other  impurities,  by  boiling  and  rubbing  through  a  sieve,  and  then  evapo¬ 
rating  to  th^e  consistence  of  extract.

Same  as  present  formula,  but  reduce  to  powder  by  continuing  the  heat. 

EXTRACTUM  JALAP  JE. 

Same  as  present  formula,  but  avoiding  the  watery  extract  afterwards,  which  we 
consider  injurious  to  the  preparation. 

EXTRACTUM  IGNATIJE. 

Same  as  present  formula,  with  this  exception  in  the  mode  of  manufacture,  viz :  Di¬ 
rect  the  whole  bean  to  be  steamed  for  three  or  four  hours,  or  until  it  is  soft,  then  roll 
it  with  a  common  rolling-pin  until  reduced  to  a  soft  mass,  and  continue  as  directed  in 
the  present  formula. 

EXTRACTUM  KRAMERIiE. 

Same  as  at  present,  only  it  should  be  evaporated  to  dryness. 

EXTRACTUM  NUCIS  VOMICJE. 

Same  as  at  present,  but  continue  the  evaporation  to  dryness. 

EXTRACTUM  OPII. 

Same  as  present  formula,  but  continue  the  evaporation  to  perfect  dryness. 
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EXTBACTTJM  PODOPHYLLI. 

Wholly  unnecessary,  and  ought  to  be  dropped,  as  the  podophyllin,  or  resin  of  the 
root,  answers  the  purpose  much  better.

Same  as  before,  with  this  exception,  that  it  should  be  evaporated  to  dryness. 

EXTBACTTJM  SENEGiE. 

Xo  use  for  it,  on  account  of  the  fluid  extract,  which  has  entirely  superseded  it. 

EXTBACTTJM  STBAMONII  FOLIOBTJM. 

Same  as  present  formula,  but  continue  evaporation  to  dryness. 


Dry  extracts  may,  in  a  number  of  cases,  be  made  by  prolonging  the  evaporation,  as 
already  stated ;  in  the  case  of  others,  such  as  gentian,  hyoscyamus,  juglans,  conium, 
&c.,  continue  the  evaporation,  and  add  milk  sugar  equivalent  to  the  weight  of  water 
evaporated. 


EXTRACTA  FLUIDA. 


The  mode  of  manufacture  of  fluid  extracts  is  a  good  one,  giving  excellent  results 
when  properly  followed,  and  good  materials  selected.  All  we  now  have  should  be 


retained,  and  others  added  to  the  list,  as  follows :

We  would  respectfully  recommend  all  the  present  officinal  oleoresins  to  be  retained, 
as  well  as  the  mode  of  preparing  them,  believing  the  sulphuric  ether  to  be  the  best 
menstruum  for  extracting  them,  (notwithstanding  the  recommendation  of  eminent 
pharmacists  suggesting  the  use  of  stronger  alcohol  or  deodorized  benzine  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,)  or  to  make  the  oleoresins  to  represent  a  certain  amount  of  the  root ;  in  other 
words,  necessitating  a  dilution  with  a  volatile  menstruum,  which  would  certainly 
make  a  variable  preparation. 
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Where  pills  are  to  be  kept  ready  on  the  shelves  of  the  pharmacist  for  dispensing, 
the  sugar-coated,  or  a  coating  of  sugar  and  gelatine  should  be  preferred  to  those  with¬ 
out  coating  of  any  kind.

We  agree  to  retain  all  we  now  have,  and  ask  the  following  to  be  added  to  the  list : 

RESINA  HYDRASTIS.  (Hvdrastin.) 

RESINA  LEPTANDRIA).  (Leptandrin.) 

RESINA  VIBERNI.  (Vibernin.) 
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SANTONIN  UM. 


We  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  give  a  formula  for  this,  a  description  only  being 
necessary,  but  would  also  recommend  the  addition  of  santonate  of  sodium,  on  account 
of  its  solubility.

We  would  recommend  the  dropping  of  the  ethereal  oil,  as  unnecessary  and- 
useless,  never  desired  by  the  great  body  of  physicians,  and  generally  objected  to  by 
the  public  when  purchasing  Hoffman’s  Anodyne.  Changing  the  formula,  will  of 
course  necessitate  a  change  of  name.

SPIRITUS  AMMONITE. 

We  would  recommend  making  this  directly  from  stronger  alcohol  and  stronger 
water  of  ammonia,  and  abolishing  the  present  formula.

In  making  this  we  suggest  dropping  the  oil  of  nutmeg,  and  to  that  extent  increase 


the  amount  of  oil  of  lemon.

Same  as  present  formula. 

SPIRITUS  CAMPHORTE. 

Camphor, . ; . I  part. 

Stronger  alcohol, . 6  parts. 

Water, . I  part. 

SPIRITUS  CHLOROFORMI. 


We  would  recommend  it  to  be  made  with  stronger  instead  of  dilute  alcohol. 


SPIRITUS  CINNAMONI. 

Oil  of  cinnamon,  (Ceylon,)  . 1  part. 

Stronger  alcohol, . . . 9  parts. 
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SPIRITUS  JUNIPERI. 

Same  as  present  formula. 

SPIRITUS  JUNIPERI  COMPOSITUS. 

Same  as  present  formula. 

SPIRITUS  LAVANDULiE. 

Oil  of  lavender  flowers, . 2  parts.  t 

Stronger  alcohol, .  . 98  parts. 

SPIRITUS  LAVANDULiE  COMPOSITUS. 

Same  as  at  present. 

SPIRITUS  LIMONIS. 

Same  as  at  present. 

SPIRITUS  MENTHiE  PIPERITA. 

Same  as  at  present. 

SPIRITUS  MENTHiE  VIRIDIS. 

Same  as  at  present. 

SPIRITUS  MYRISTICiE. 

Might  be  dropped  on  account  of  its  seldom  being  used.

SUCCUS  CONII. 

Same  as  at  present. 

SUCCUS  JUNIPERI. 

German  juniper  berries,  (well  bruised,) . io  parts. 

Boiling  water, . 40  parts. 


Let  stand  for  twenty-four  hours,  frequently  stirring,  press  out  and  evaporate,  at  a 
moderate  heat,  to  the  consistency  of  a  thick  syrup,  having  a  light  brown  color,  and 
making  a  turbid  solution  with  water. 

SUCCUS  LIQUIRITIiE  DEPURAT. 

Take  of  the  best  quality  of  extract  of  liquorice,  (liquorice  ball,)  ten  parts ;  pack 
in  i  keg  or  jar,  with  clean  straw,  and  add  sufficient  cold  water,  containing  a  small 
amount  of  ammonia  water,  (say  a  half  fluid  ounce  to  one  gallon,)  to  cover  the  extract. 
Insert  a  spigot  about  one  inch  from  the  bottom  of  the  keg,  and,  after  eight  hours,  draw 
off  the  clear  liquid,  repeat  the  operation  until  the  liquid  comes  through  colorless,  then 
evaporate  to  make  ten  parts.  A  very  dark  brown  syrupy  liquid  making  a  clear  solu¬ 
tion  with  water. 

SUCCUS  TARAXACI. 

Same  as  present  formula. 
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SUPPOSITORIA. 


Suppositories  are  prepared  by  the  following  general  formula : 

The  base  should  generally  be  cocoa  butter,  though  occasionally  suppositories  are 
required  that  will  not  melt  as  rapidly  as  the  cocoa  butter,  and  in  such  cases  the  fol¬ 
lowing  mass  is  recommended,  viz:  Glycerin  two  parts,  water  five  parts,  gelatin  three 
parts.  This  makes  a  soft  pliable  mass,  easily  prepared  or  melted,  to  which  the  reme¬ 
dies  must  be  added  whilst  warm,  and  then  cast  into  molds. 

Suppositories  having  cocoa  butter  as  a  base  should  be  made  by  intimately  rubbing 
the  butter  with  the  medicinal  ingredients,  and  making  the  same  by  compression  into 
molds,  or  by  rolling  and  dividing  into  proper  sizes,  and  shaping  with  the  fingers. 
The  usual  size  of  rectal  suppositories 'being  thirty  grains,  and  a  small  size  for  children, 
fifteen  grains  each.  Vaginal  suppositories  from  sixty  to  ninety  grains. 

We  recommend  retaining  all  the  old  formulae,  and  adding  the  following: 

SUPPOSITORIA  ACIDI  GALLICI. 

Gallic  acid, . 50  grains. 

Gelatine  mass, . 250  grains. 

Melt  and  cast  into  molds,  to  make  ten  suppositories  of  thirty  grains  each. 

SUPPOSITORIA  HYDRARGYRI  COMPOSITA. 


Ointment  of  mercury, . 2  scruples. 

Cocoa  butter, . 2  scruples. 

Oil  of  wormseed,  . 5  minems. 


To  make  one  of  the  ordinary  size  30  grain  suppositories,  or  two  of  the  smaller  size. 
These  can  be  made  by  melting,  and  casting  into  proper  molds,  or  by  compression. 

SUPPOSITORIA  IODOFORMI. 

Iodoform, . 10  grains. 

Thymol,  .  5  grains. 

Cocoa  butter, . 285  grains. 

Triturate  well,  and  divide  into  ten  suppositories  of  30  grains  each. 

SUPPOSITORIA  OPII  ET  BELLADONNiE. 


Aqueous  extract  of  opium, . 10  grains. 

Alcoholic  extract  of  belladonna, . 10  grams. 

Gelatine  mass, . 280  grains. 


Melt  the  mass,  and  stir  in  the  extracts,  previously  dissolved  in  a  very  small  quan¬ 
tity  of  water,  and  cast  into  molds.  Ten  suppositories  of  30  grains  each. 


SUPPOSITORIA  SANTONINI. 

Santonine,  (finely  powdered,)  . 20  grains. 

Cocoa  butter,  ' . 280  grains. 


Rub  well  together,  and  divide  into  ten  suppositories  ot  30  grains  each. 
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SYRUP,  SIMPLEX 

No  change. 

SYRUPUS  ACACIiE. 

Gum  arabic, . 4  parts. 

White  granulated  sugar, . 12  parts. 

Water, . 8  parts. 


Dissolve  the  gum  arabic  in  the  cold  water,  then  add  the  sugar,  and  shake  fre¬ 
quently  until  dissolved,  and  then  strain.  This  makes  a  beautiful  clear  and  heavy 
syrup,  containing  double  the  quantity  of  gum  in  the  formula  of  the  present  Pharma¬ 
copoeia,  thereby  increasing  its  demulcent  properties.  It  keeps  well. 

SYRUPUS  ACIDI  CITRICI. 

Same  as  before,  but  should  be  made  cold. 

SYRUPUS  ALLII. 

We  recommend  its  dismissal,  as  it  is  never  prescribed. 

SYRUPUS  AMYGDALJE. 

Same  formula,  but  make  without  heat,  and  only  a  small  quantity  at  a  time,  as  it 
does  not  keep  long. 

SYRUPUS  AURANTII  CORTICIS. 

Sweet  orange  peel,  (recently  dried,  and  in  moderately  coarse 

powder,) . .  10  parts. 

Sherry  wine,  (detannated  with  hydrated  oxide  of  iron, 

freshly  made,) . pts.,  6, . 96  parts. 

Water, . pt.,  I, . 16  parts. 

Let  stand  in  a  moderately  warm  place  for  four  days. 

Express  and  filter  off,  ......  6  pints, . 96  parts. 

White  granulated  sugar, . 9  tbs., . 144  parts. 

Shake  frequently  until  the  sugar  is  dissolved,  and  then  strain.  This  formula  pro¬ 
duces  an  elegant  preparation,  not  becoming  black  with  iron,  nor  precipitating  narcotic 
alkaloids. 

SYRUPUS  AURANTII  FLORUM. 

Same  as  present  formula,  but  should  be  made  without  heat. 

SYRUPUS  CALCII.  LACTOPHOSPHATIS. 

Although  used  for  a  time,  has  been  abandoned  by  the  regular  medical  profession, 
and  is  not  recommended. 

SYRUPUS  CALCIS. 

Has  but  few  indorsers,  and  is  hardly  worthy  of  recognition. 
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SYRUPTJS  CITRI  CORTICIS. 

Lemon  peel  recently  dried  and  in  fine  powder, . io  parts. 

Sherry  wine,  (detannated,) . 96  parts. 

Water, .  ...  16  parts. 

[Let  stand  in  a  warm  place.] 

Express  and  filter  off', . 96  parts. 

Add  granulated  white  sugar, . 144  parts. 

Shake  frequently  until  the  sugar  is  dissolved,  and  strain. 


SYRUPTJS  FERRI.  BROMIDI. 

Having  made  frequent  inquiries  from  physicians,  the  committee  does  not  recom¬ 
mend. 

SYRUPUS  FERRI.  IODIDE 

Same  as  present  formula. 

SYRUPUS  FERRI.  QUINIiE  ET  STRYCHNIJE  PHOSPHATIS. 

The  formula  of  the  national  committee  is  recommended. 

SYRUPUS  HYPOPHOSPHATIS  COMPOSITUS. 

Proto-sulphate  of  iron,  two  ounces.  Dissolve  in  two  pints  of  water;  precipitate 
with  four  ounces  of  chemically  pure  carbonate  of  soda,  dissolved  in  two  pints  of 
water;  wash  the  precipitate  well  with  sugar  water;  then  dissolve  the  precipitate 
with  hypophosphorous  acid,  fifty  per  cent.,  six  ounces;  add  four, ounces  hypophos- 
phite  of  lime,  three  ounces  hypophosphite  of  sodium,  and  two  ounces  hypophosphite 
of  potassium,  glycerin  two  pints,  white  granulated  sugar  eight  pounds,  spirits  lemon 
one  ounce,  and  water  q.  s.  to  make  twelve  pints  of  syrup,  without  heat. 

SYRUPUS  IPECACUANHAS. 

Fluid  extract  of  ipecacuanha, . 2  ounces. 

Stronger  alcohol, . 2  ounces. 

Syrup, . ]  .  28  ounces. 

This  will  keep  well,  and  forms  a  clear  syrup. 

SYRUPUS  KRAMERIJE. 

This  should  be  dismissed. 

SYRUPUS  LACTUCARII. 

Is  hardly  worthy  of  recognition. 

SYRUPUS  LIMONIS. 

Same  as  present  formula. 

SYRUPUS  PHOSPHATIS  COMPOSITUS. 

Is  not  recommended  by  the  committee,  the  compound  syrup  of  hypophosphites 
having  superseded  it. 
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SYRUPUS  PRUNI.  VIRGINIANS. 

Wild  cherry  bark,  in  coarse  powder, . 25  ounces. 

Glycerin, . 16  ounces. 

Water, . 6  pints. 


Pour  the  glycerin  and  water  over  the  bark  and  let  stand  in  a  cool  place  for  twenty- 
four  hours.  Then  press  off  six  pints,  and  filter  on  to  nine  pounds  of  white  granulated 
sugar.  Shake  up  frequently  until  all  the  sugar  is  dissolved,  then  strain,  (making  ten 
pints  of  syrup.)  This  makes  an  excellent  syrup,  good  color  and  odor,  and  will  keep 


for  a  long  time. 

SYRTJPUS  RHEI. 

FI.  ex.  of  rhubarb,  . 1  part. 

Simple  syrup, . 12  parts. 

SYRTJPUS  RHEI  AROMATICUS. 

Aromatic  fluid  extract  of  rhubarb, . 4  ounces. 

Simple  syrup, . 12  ounces. 


An  excellent  syrup,  clear,  and  permanent. 

SYRUPUS  ROSA  GALLICA. 

Fluid  extract  of  red  roses,  (same  as  is  used  for  glycerite  of  rose,)  2  parts. 

Simple  syrup, . 8  parts. 

There  is  really  no  use  for  the  syrup  when  so  excellent  a  preparation  as  the  glycerite 
can  be  had. 

SYRUPUS  RUBI. 

Same  as  present  formula. 

SYRUPUS  RUBI  IDAI. 

Take  of  fresh  ripe  raspberries  sufficient  to  make  juice,  ...  6  parts. 

White  granulated  sugar,  .  .  . . 10  parts. 

The  juice  mentioned  above  is  made  by  mashing  the  raspberries  into  a  pulp  and  let 
stand  in  a  warm  place  to  ferment  for  several  hours,  and  express.  Then  add  to  the 
sugar  to  be  dissolved  with  a  gentle  heat  and  filter.  An  excellent  syrup  and  very 
durable. 

SYRUPUS  SARSAPARILLA  COMPOSITUS. 


Same  as  present  formula. 

SYRUPUS  SCILLA. 

Same  as  present  formula. 

SYRUPUS  SCILLA  COMPOSITUS. 

Fluid  extract  of  senega  and  squills, . 5  ounces. 

Tartar  emetic, . 32  grains. 

W  ater, . I  ounce. 

Simple  syrup, . 26  ounces. 

Mix. 
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SYRUFUS  SENNiE  COMPOSITXJS. 

Senna  leaves,-  (moderately  coarse  powder,) . 2  pounds. 

Alder  buckthorn  bark, . 8  ounces. 

Rhubarb  root,  .  .  8  ounces. 

Fennel  seed, .  4  ounces. 

Boiling  water, . 2  gallons. 


Place  in  a  vessel,  cover  for  twenty-four  hours,  then  press  off  twelve  pints,  strain  and 
add  twelve  pounds  of  white  granulated  sugar,  and  boil  to  a  syrup,  when  cold,  strain 
and  add  oil  of  wintergreen  one  drachm,  alcohol  ane  half  pint,  and  glycerin  one  pint. 


Mix. 

SYRUFUS  SENEGiE. 

Fluid  extract  of  senegas, . I  part. 

Simple  syrup,  .  . . 3  parts. 

SYRUPUS  STILLINGDE  COMPOSITUS. 

Compound  fluid  extract  of  stillingia, . I  part. 

Simple  syrup,  .  . . ,  .  3  parts. 

SYRUPUS  TOLUTANUS. 

Balsam  tolu, . 4  oz.,  . 1  part. 

Boiling  water, . 3  pts.,  . 12  parts. 

White  granulated  sugar,  .  .  4 )A  lbs., . 18  parts. 


Pour  the  boiling  water  over  the  balsam,  and  let  stand  in  a  covered  vessel  until  cool, 
then  filter  the  liquid  on  the  sugar,  shake  until  dissolved,  and  strain. 

SYRUPUS  ZXNGIBERIS. 

We  indorse  the  recommendation  of  the  national  committee. 


TmCTURAL 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  tinctures  of  all  narcotic  drugs,  for  example, 
opium,  aconite,  gelsemium,  nux  vomica,  belladonna,  &c.,  should  be  made  weaker, 
as  follows  : 

Of  the  drug, . 1  part. 

Menstruum, .  10  parts. 

On  the  other  hand,  tinctures  such  as  tincture  aurantii,  assafcetida,  columbo,  gen¬ 
tian,  &c.,  should  be  made  stronger,  as  follows : 

Of  the  drug,  . 1  part. 

Menstruum, . 5  parts. 
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TINCTURA  CALUMBJE. 

Instead  of  diluted  alcohol,  use  as  a  menstruum  stronger  alcohol,  3  parts. 

Water, . 1  part. 

TINCTURA  CANTHARIDIS. 

We  recommend  stronger  alcohol  instead  of  dilute ,  as  at  present. 

TINCTURA  CAPSICI. 

Should  be  made  with  stronger  alcohol. 

As  a  recommendation  from  one  of  the  committee,  we  propose  the  following  form¬ 
ula  for 

TINCTURA  CIMICIFUGJE  ACETATIS. 

Black  snake  root,  (in  moderately  coarse  powder,)  .  .  4  troy  ounces. 

Acetic  acid, . I  fluid  ounce. 

Diluted  alcohol, . 15  fluid  ounces. 

Mix  the  acetic  acid  with  the  diluted  alcohol,  and  moisten  the  powdered  root  with 
eight  ounces  of  the  menstruum,  and  pack  in  a  conical  percolator,  pour  on  the  remain¬ 
der,  slowly  percolating,  and  following  the  percolate  with  water  till  sixteen  fluid  ounces 
have  been  obtained. 

TINCTURA  COLCHICI. 

Should  be  dropped,  as  we  are  supplied  with  better  preparations  in  the  two  wines 
and  fluid  extracts. 

TINCTURA  CUBEBiE. 

Should  be  made  with  stronger  alcohol,  instead  of  diluted. 

TINCTURA  HUMULI. 

Should  be  dropped,  being  always  more  variable  than  the  tincture  lupulin. 

TINCTURA  IODINII. 

If  proposed  to  make  it  1  to  10,  stronger  alcohol  should  be  used  as  a  menstruum. 

TINCTURA  IODINII  COMPOSITA. 

Should  be  dropped,  in  favor  of  the  “  Liquor  Iodinii  Compositus,”  retained. 

TINCTURA  JALAPiE. 

In  the  estimation  of  the  committee  should  be  dropped. 

TINCTURA  NUCIS  VOMICiE. 

The  menstruum  should  be 

Stronger  alcohol, . 3  parts. 

Water,  . 1  part. 

TINCTURA  OPII. 

Instead  of  macerating  the  opium  in  cold  water  for  three  days,  macerate  with  boil¬ 
ing  water  for  ten  hours,  beating  the  opium  to  a  soft  pulp,  and  then  macerate  with  the 
remaining  menstruum,  press  and  filter. 
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TINCTUKA  OPII  ACETATA. 

Having  become  obsolete,  should  be  dropped. 

TINCTUKA  RHEI. 

So  many  more  valuable  preparations  of  rhubarb  being  in  use,  it  is  recommended 
that  this  be  dropped. 


TINCTUKA  RHEI  ET  SENNIE. 

Should  by  all  means  be  dropped,  as  it  is  more  worthy  of  being  called  tincture  ot 
raisins  than  anything  else. 


TINCTUKA  SAPONIS  VIRIDIS,  (Prof.  Hebea’s.) 

Sapo  viride, . . 

Stronger  alcohol, . 

Oil  of  bergamot, . 

Oil  of  lavender, . 

Oil  of  lemon, . 


2  pounds. 

1  pound. 

2  drachms. 
2  drachms. 
2  drachms. 


TROCHISCI. 

Whilst  we  think  that  many  improvements  could  be  suggested  in  the  manufacture  Of 
these  elegant  preparations,  such  as  the  basis  for  their  medicinal  properties,  such  as 
confections  or  electuaries  of  red  and  black  currants,  orange  paste,  chocolate  paste 
confections  of  prunes,  raisins,  figs,  &c.,  we  are  compelled  to  desist  from  our  labors 
on  account  of  limited  time,  hoping  only  that  some  specialist  will  carry  out  what  we 
would  like  to  do.  We  recommend  the  retention  of  all  the  present  formulae. 


UNGUENTA. 

Those  ointments  not  mentioned,  should  be  understood  as  not  objected  to. 


UNGUENTUM. 

Benzoated  lard, . 4  parts. 

Yellow  wax, . 2  parts. 


We  recommend  that  nothing  but  benzoated  lard  should  be  used  in  all  ointments. 

UNGUENTUM  ACIDI  BORACICI.  (Lister's.) 


Boracic  acid,  (finely  powdered,) . 2.  ounces. 

White  wax,  (better  yellow,) . 3  ounces. 

Paraffin,  . . 6  ounces. 

Oil  of  sweet  almonds, . 6  ounces. 


Melt  the  wax,  paraffin,  and  oil  together,  and  pour  on  to  the  boracic  acid,  beating 
well  and  continuously  until  cold. 
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UNGUENTUM  ACIDI  GALLICI. 

Gallic  acid, . 30  grains. 

Benzoated  lard, . 450  grains. 

Make  same  as  before,  with  the  following  directions,  which  we  desire  should  be 
carried  out  in  all  ointments  made  with  powdered  drugs ,  viz. :  Warm  the  mortar,  then 
put  in  the  gallic  acid,  and  acid  a  small  quantity  of  sweet  oil  or  almond  oil,  sufficient 
to  make  a  smooth  paste  with  the  liberal  use  of  the  pestle,  and  then  add  the  benzoated 
lard. 

UNGUENTUM  ACIDI  TANNICI. 

Directions  same  as  for  gallic  acid  ointment. 


UNGUENTTJM  GALLiE. 

As  now  made  is  objectionable,  as  the  nut  galls  cannot  be  reduced  to  a  sufficiently 
fine  powder  to  prevent  irritation  on  a  sensative  surface,  and  would  therefore  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  ointment  of  gallic  acid  be  substituted  in  its  stead. 

UNGUENTUM  PARAFFINI.  (Cosmortne  or  Vasaline.) 

Whilst  it  would  be  our  pleasure  to  give  a  formula  for  this,  after  many  experiments 
we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  manufacturers  have  some  secret  manipula¬ 
tion  not  known  to  the  drug  trade,  and  on  account  of  its  general  use  we  would  recom¬ 
mend  that  a  description  of  these  preparations  be  given  under  the  above  heading. 

UNGUENTUM  STKAMONII. 

Under  the  old  Pharmacopoeia  it  was  never  designated  whether  the  extract  of  the 
leaves  or  seeds  should  be  used,  as  both  are  officinal.  If  both  should  in  future  be  re¬ 
tained  it  would  be  well  to  designate  which  should  be  used  for  ointment.  Our  own 
opinion  is  that  the  extract  of  the  seed  should  be  abandoned,  and  that  of  the  leaves 
only  retained  as  extract  stramonii. 


UNGUENTUM  SULPHURIS. 

We  recommend  the  following  formula : 

Precipitated  sulphur,  (well  washed,) . 1  part. 

Benzoated  lard, . 2  parts. 


Makes  a  smoother  ointment  than  the  present  formula,  and  equally  as  good. 

UNGUENTUM  T ABACI. 

Is  of  little  use,  rarely  prescribed,  and  should  be  abandoned. 

UNGUENTUM  ZINCI  OXIDI. 

Much  has  been  written  about  this  simple  ointment,  and  chemists  have  been  blamed 
for  not  selling  a  good  article  of  oxide  of  zinc.  If  directions  given  for  gallic  acid 
ointment  be  strictly  followed,  the  most  inexperienced  druggist  can  make  a  beautiful 
white  smooth  ointment. 
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VINT  MBDICATA. 


Many  druggists  having  experienced  difficulty  in  the  manufacture  and  preserving  of 
medicated  wines,  inasmuch  as  it  is  difficult  to  procure  sherry  wine  always  of  a  uni¬ 
form  alcoholic  strength,  and  no  very  easy  test  being  at  hand  to  arrive  at  it  short  of 
distillation,  and,  as  in  percolation,  much  is,  also,  lost,  it  has  been  suggested,  and  we 
recommend  that  sherry  wine,  used  for  making  the  following,  be  made  in  this  man¬ 


ner,  viz : 

Commercial  sherry  wine, . 15  parts. 

Stronger  alcohol, . 1  part. 


Vinum  aloes,  vinum  colchici  radicis,  vinum  colchici  seminis,  vinurn  erzotae,  vinum 
ipecacuanha,  vinum  opii,  and  vinum  rhei. 

VINUM  ANTIMONII. 

Should  have  no  alcohol  added. 

VINUM  ERGOTiE. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  should  be  made  from  the  recently  dried  ergot  in 
stead  of  from  the  fluid  extract. 

VINUM  T ABACI. 

Should  be  dropped. 

An  eminent  gentleman,  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
recently  suggested  that,  if  our  report  in  relation  to  distilled  waters  be  not  accepted, 
we  might  recommend  well-washed  white  talc  or  soapstone,  it  being  much  better,  and 
less  soluble  in  water,  than  phosphate  of  lime.  The  idea  is  certainly  worthy  of  atten¬ 
tion,  and  we  would  earnestly  recommend  it  to  your  consideration. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 


PENNSYLVANIA 


PHARMACEUTICAL  ASSOCIATION. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Art.  I.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Pennsylvania  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association. 

■ 

Art.  II.  The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  -to  unite  the  educated 
and  reputable  Pharmaceutists  and  Druggists  of  the  State  ;  to  improve 
the  science  and  art  of  Pharmacy,  and  so  restrict  the  dispensing  and  the 
sale  of  medicines  to  regularly  educated  Druggists  and  Apothecaries. 

Art.  III.  This  Association  shall  consist  of  active  and  honorary  mem¬ 
bers,  and  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually. 

Art.  IV.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers; 

A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary,  an  Assistant  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer ;  also,  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  three 
members;  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall 
hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

Art.  V.  Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution,  shall 
be  submitted  in  writing,  and  may  be  balloted  for  at  the  next  annual 
meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  the  votes  of  three  fourths  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 


BY-LAWS. 


CHAPTER  I— DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 


Art.  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association. 
In  his  absence  or  inability  to  preside,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  or  in 
the  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
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the  President.  In  all  balloting,  and  on  all  questions  upon  which  the 
yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  President  is  required  to  vote ;  in  other 
cases  he  shall  not  vote  unless  the  members  be  equally  divided.  He  shall 
call  a  special  meeting  whenever  requested  by  five  members,  and  present 
at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association. 

Art.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  Association,  a  list  of  the  names,  residence,  and  the  date  of  entrance 
of  each  member,  and  be  the  custodian  of  all  papers  and  reports  read. 
He  shall  conduct  all  correspondence  of  the  Association,  and  notify  each 
member  of  its  meetings. 

Art.  III.  The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  aid  the  Secretary  in  perform¬ 
ance  of  his  duties,  and  in  his  absence,  shall  act  in  his  stead. 

Art.  IV.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the 
Association,  for  which  he  shall  be  personally  responsible,  collect  a U 
money  due  the  Association,  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the 
President,  issue  the  certificates  of  membership,  render  a  full  report  at 
each  annual  meeting,  and  report  the  state  of  the  treasury  when  called 

upon. 

Art.  V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  take  into  consideration  and 
report,  without  delay,  on  all  matters  of  business,  and  on  all  propositions 
for  membership,  and  audit  all  bills  against  the  Association ;  and  in  the 
interim,  they,  with  the  President,  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  appli¬ 
cants  for  membership. 


CHAPTER  II— OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Art.  I.  Every  pharmaceutist  and  druggist  of  good  moral  and  profes¬ 
sional  standing,  whether  in  business  on  his  own  account,  retired  from 
business,  or  employed  by  another,  and  those  teachers  of  pharmacy, 
chemistry,  and  botany,  who  may  be  specially  interested  in  pharmacy 
and  materia  medica,  are  eligible  to  membership. 

Art.  II.  Propositions  for  membership  shall  be  made  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  in  writing,  with  the  indorsement  of  two  members  of  the 
Association  in  good  standing,  and  the  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present,  at  any  session,  shall  be  required  for  election. 

Art.  III.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association

until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  paid  an  initiation 
fee  of  two  dollars,  and  the  annual  contribution  for  the  current  year. 

Art.  IV.  Every  member  shall  pay,  in  advance,  to  the  Treasurer,  one 
dollar,  as  his  yearly  contribution,  and  is  liable  to  lose  his  membership 
by  neglecting  to  pay  said  contribution,  for  three  successive  years. 

Art.  V.  Resignations  of  membership  shall  be  made  in  writing,  to 
the  Secretary,  but  no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who 
is  in  arrears  to  the  treasury,  and  until  he  has  surrendered  his  certificate 
of  membership. 

Art.  VI.  The  Association  shall  have  power,  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of 
all  its  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting,  to  expel  a  member. 

Art.  VII.  Pharmaceutists,  chemists,  and  other  scientific  men,  who 
may  be  thought  worthy  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary  mem¬ 
bers.  They  shall  not,  however,  be  required  to  contribute  tc  the  funds, 
nor  shall  they  be  eligible  to  hold  office  or  vote  at  the  meetings. 


CHAPTER  III — OF  MEETINGS. 


Art.  I.  The  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at  such  place  and  time  as 
shall  be  previously  selected  by  a  vote  of  the  Association. 

Art.  II.  Twelve  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac¬ 
tion  of  business. 

Art.  III.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 


1.  Calling  roll. 

2.  Reading  minutes. 

3.  Election  of  members. 

4.  Report  of  officers. 


5.  Election  of  officers. 

6.  Reading  communications. 

7.  Reports  of  committees. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

9.  Adjournment. 


CHAPTER  IV — RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Art.  I.  The  ordinary  rules  of  parliamentary  bodies  shall  be  enforced 
by  the  presiding  officer,  from  whose  decision,  however,  appeals  may  be 
taken  if  required  by  two  members,  and  the  meeting  shall  thereupon 
decide,  w;  ut  debate. 
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Art.  II.  When  a  question  is  regularly  before  the  meeting,  and  is 
under  discussion,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on 
the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to 
commit  or  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  A  motion  to  ad¬ 
journ  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Art.  III.  No  member  shall  speak  twice  on  the  same  subject,  except 
by  permission,  until  every  member  wishing  to  speak  has  spoken. 

Art.  IV.  On  the  call  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall 
be  ordered,  when  every  member  shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  a  majority 
of  those  present,  and  the  names  and  manner  of  voting  shall  be  entered 
on  the  minutes. 


CHAPTER  V — MISCELLANEOUS. 

Art.  i.  In  all  such  points  of  order  as  are  not  noticed  in  these  By- 
Laws,  the  Association  shall  be  governed  by  the  established  usages  in  all 
assemblies  governed  by  parliamentary  rules. 

Art.  II.  Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  these  By-Laws  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing,  and  may  be  balloted  for  at  any  subsequent  session, 
when,  upon  receiving  the  votes  of  three  fourths  of  the  members  present, 
it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  By-Laws. 

Art.  III.  No  one  or  more  of  these  By-Laws  shall  be  suspended.
